—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the 
Constitution of India, read with Government of India, Ministry of Home Affairs Notification No. F.24/78/68-DS(S) dated 
24 th September, 1968, the Lieutenant Governor of the National Capital Territory of Delhi, after prior consultation with 
the Union Public Service Commission, New Delhi, is pleased to make the following rules further to amend the Delhi 
Police (Appointment and Recruitment) Rules, 1981, relating to the post of Assistant Legal Advisor in Delhi Police,
